Purloining Of Airliners 
All In A Day's Routine 


NEW YORK — Hijacking 
airliners to Cuba is hap p en­ 
ing so often it’s “ho-hum” 
news these day s. Fly ing the 
Miami-v ia-llav ana run is so 
routine the p ilots even carry 
map s 
of 
Fidel 
Castro’s 
airp ort in their brain bags 
and check tlie tower 
for 
Hav ana weather before they 
take off. They used to laugh 
a little when they checked — 
but now it's p art of the 
routine. 
The hijackers themselv es 
are getting p retty 
casual 
about it all. One group flew 
“ family p lan,” including a 
woman and three children on 
their Cuban detour. They 
even bought drinks for their 
cap tiv e p assengers 
during 
the flight. 
Almost 
50 
p lanes 
hav e 
been hijacked since 19 61, and 
it’s 
getting 
harder 
and 
harder to get p eop le ex cited 
about it. The first one, out of 
El Paso, back on May 1, 
19 61, was p retty sp ectacular. 
Since then, though, things 
got less lingly with each hi­ 
jacking. 


The most interesting hi­ 
jacking news nowaday s is in 
the solutions p eop le think up 
to end it all. 
One man s u gge s t e d 
p lay ing the Cuban national 
anthem and a r r e s t i n g 
any body 
who 
stands 
up . 
Another wanted to build a 
rep lica of the Hav ana airp ort 
in Florida so hijackers would 
be fooled into thinking the jet 
had landed in Cuba. 
These are just two of the 
500 ideas the Federal Avia­ 
tion Agency has receiv ed so 
far. Not all are as wild as 
these, but they do hav e one 
thing in common. According 
to the FAA, none of them 
will w‘ork. 
One o f the mo re startling 
suggestio ns came fro m Ed­ 
die Rickenbacker, who at 
o ne time held the American 
reco rd fo r sho o ting peo ple

The Legacy Of 'Thirteen Days'

It has been a fast-moving p eriod from January 20, the 
day of President Nix on’s inauguration, even though we still 
are at the starting gate. Internationally , the wheels are 
beginning to move and hop es are high that p rogress toward 
p eace might become a reality .

circumstances in which men in the p ast hav e found only 
failure. Nix on sp oke off the cuff in his p ress conference 
last week of a military “sufficiency ” in p lace of a 
“sup eriority .” 
The switch has been widely hailed as a substantial

.say s something like that off the top of his head, it is 
usually something he later lives to regret. 


Retirement Tower Too High 
Sev eral City Council members this 
week indicated they will op p ose an amend­ 
ment to a sp ecial p ermit that will allow 
construction of a second p hase addition to 
Eastmont Manor, 63rd and 0, to a height 
of eight stories. 
A number of factors must hav e in­ 
fluenced the council’s attitude and we tend 
to side with members of the council who 
look on the p roject as worthy , but view 
with a certain amount of susp icion the 
history of its dev elop ment. 
In the first p lace, the dev elop ers of 
the three-p hase p roject had p rop osed a five- 
story addition when the council first ap ­ 
p rov ed a sp ecial p ermit to construct the 
retirement home. Now, however, the p roj­ 
ect consultant say s it is necessary to 
reduce the cubic size of the addition but 
raise it 30 feet in height because of sp iral- 
ing building costs. 
Secondly , the dev elop ers could have 
gone through with the p roject using the 


sp ecial p ermit ap p roach alone but in addi­ 
tion asked for a grant of D multip le zoning 
on the tract in order, they argued, to secure 
financing. The council okay ed the rezoning 
request and at the same time ap p rov ed 
the sp ecial p ermit with the agreed up on 
five-story limitation. 
Another 
factor 
involves 
a 
misun­ 
derstanding between the council and the 
dev elop ers. According to council members, 
the number of units constructed in the first 
p hase of dev elop ment was changed without 
the knowledge of the city and the units 
were not p laced according to the p lot p lan. 
The 
most 
imp ortant 
consideration, 
though, is the effect the p roject wiO hav e 
on 
the 
surrounding 
r e s i d e n t i a l 
neighborhood. There is sufficient land in 
the Eastmont tract for the wanted number 
of ap artment units to be built without going 
high-rise. 
An 
eight-story 
tower 
would 
overwhelm 
the 
surrounding 
area 
and 
adv ersely affect p rop erty v alues. 


WASHINGTON - 
When 
good men die, their goodness 
does not p erish but lives 
though they are gone. 
That line from Eurip ides 
say s something about one of 
the tragedies marking the ill- 
starred y ear of 19 68. The 
assassination of Sen, Robert 
F. Kennedy in Los Angeles 
was a senseless act that left 
the nation and the world so 
much the p oorer. It threw a 
lurid light on the undercur­ 
rent of violence threatening 
to destroy the v ery structure 
of order and stability . 
Kennedy at 43 had ac­ 
quired his share of critics 
and enemies. Abrasiv e, often 
p ugnacious, 
sometimes

withdrawn as to seem sullen 
or indifferent, as attorney 
general for three y ears he 
had been a sort of hatchet 
man for his brother, Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy . His 
ambition seemed to ouRun 
both his ex p erience and his 
cap acity . 
But, whatev er his faults 
may hav e been, the legacy 
he has left o f co urage and 
wisdo m is o f incalculable 
v alue. An impo rtant part o f 
that legacy is 
the 
bo o k, 
“ Thirteen 
Day s,” 
which 
Kennedy co mpleted befo re 
his 
death. 
Mo re 
than 
a 
memo ir, mo re than simply 
ano ther piece o f histo ry , it is 
a sho rt, co ncise primer o f 
ho w to steer a safe co urse 
thro ugh a terrible sto rm that

nihilatio n. The new Presi­ 
dent co uld no t do better than 
keep a co py clo se at hand

the 
story of the Cuban missile 
crisis of October, 19 62, told 
by the member of the Ex

which worked almost without 
ceasing through the 13 day s 
and nights to force the Soviet 
Union to remov e the missiles

Because

President’s brother, he was 
naturally closer to him than 
any of the Ex Comm group . 
But the contribution he made

mankind was far more than 
brotherly sup p ort. 
In

debate he argued throughout 
for a p eaceful means, short 
of an attack on Cuba costing 
thousands of lives, to comp el 
Prem ier Nikita Khrushchev 
to take out the missiles.

The lesson, above all, in

And if 
their view is not countered 
by a free and thorough ex ­ 
change with all the elements 
involved in a crisis, then this 
quick and simp le remedy is 
likely to be resorted to. 
“ The discussiOH, fo r the

It was a highly commendable action 
taken last week by District Judge Robert 
Moran of Alliance. Judge Moran, as do 
all district court judges, has jurisdiction 
ov er jails in the five-county area of the 
16th Judicial District. 
He has adv ised ap p rop riate authorities 
(hat, after visiting all the jails, he finds 
not a single one of them which is adequate. 
The jails are p articularly lacking, he said, 
in resp ect to juv eniles and those awaiting 
mental hearings. 
It is hop ed that ev ery district court 
judge 
would 
take 
his 
jail 
insp ection 
resp onsibilities as seriously as has Judge 
Moran. There are jails in many other p arts 
of the state that are at least as bad as 
those in the 16th Judicial District. 
There s h o u l d be no jail facilities

any where that do not p rovide adequate 
health standards and p rop er sup ervision. 
We are not asking that a fancy atmosp here 
be p rovided for jail inmates but the health, 
safety and fundamental p riv acy of such in­ 
mates deserv es to be p rotected. 
To do otherwise is inhuman as well as 
a contribution to the further deterioration 
of the individual incarcerated. There should 
be, too, at least limited means for some 
p hy sical sep aration of inmates according 
to the reason for their confinement. 
In meeting this resp onsibility , district 
court judges could do a great deal for 
the welfare and well-being of the areas 
they serv e. Simp ly confinement, we now 
know, is no longer a sufficient answer for 
any social p roblem. Judge Moran has set 
an outstanding ex amp le and one we hop e 
is diligently followed throughout the state.
